P olice said that with the great 
amount of destruction, there could 
be “ m any m ore" bodies still in 
the w reckage. 
The tornado cut a 75-mile sw ath 
across K ansas, killing six in that 
state, before it hopped over the 
state line and boiled into Hick* 
man Mills and Ruskin Heights, 
two

subdivisions just 
south and ca st of K ansas City. 
The death toll in those areas w as 
28. Another man died at .Martin 
City, a sm all town south and w est
